The jury, for all_the verbal castiga-. 
tion Senator Simpson ‘had admin- 
istered, — admiration for his 
handling the case. They reported 
that he had “‘done the best he could’ 
with-the evidence he had.”’ 

The issues in the famous case -went 
Senator 
‘Simpson, in an unusual summing up, 
had assailed the three defendants in-. 
dividually and had maintained that the 
story of Mrs. Jane Gibson, alleged eye- 
witness of the crime, coupled with the 
fingerprint of Willie Stevens, which 
the State charged appeared on a call- 
ing card, in themselves demonstrated 
tthe guilt of the accused. 

Justice Parker in a.charge which 
provoked widespréad comment. for. its 
judicial. presentation of the evidence 
pro and con had:‘reviewed the testi- 
mony heard “during the more than 
three weeks of the trial.

-Henry Stevens was jailed 
in September when; somewhat to the 
surprise of those who had followed 
the investigation of the crime, the 
Somerset County Grand Jury included 
him in the indictments returned.

EXCAVATORS UNCOVER 
JERUSALEM CITY GATE 


Digging on Site ‘of Supposed 
Third Wall, They Come Upon 
_F — of Towers.

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JERUSALEM, Dec. 3.—Renewed ex- 
cavations' on the site of the supposed 
Third Wall, carried out by the Jewish 
Exploration Society and the Hebrew 


| University under the supervision of Dr. 


Sukenik,. have revealed the remains 
of the city gate at the northeast angle 
of the Third.Wall, at the entrance to 
the. hew buildings of the American 
School of Archaeology. 

These remains disclose the -founda- 
tions of two towers, between which is 
a rectangular chamber and a gap filled 
with huge blocks, whieh seemingly was 
originally intended for an arch, Turn- 
ing due south in the direction of 
‘Herod's Gate, there are traces of pre- 
‘pared foundation bedding. 

It is intended immediately to start 
excavations ‘westward ‘of Herod’s Gate, 


where the existing wall, built by Sul- 
tan Suleiman the Magnificent, shows 
the remains of Herodian masonry. If 
these excavations justify expectations, 
the alleged Third Wall will thus have 
béen traced for a — of two- 
thirds of a mile.

Mr. Dowling: presided and introduced 


Mr. Golden as the greatest producer. of 


clean plays in the world. . During tite 
course of his remarks ‘he made this 
assertion: : 

“I don’t think any of you know what 
it means to ‘write a clean play; how’ 
hard it is. You cam produce 1 books 
for what it costs to produce one play. 
You are going to get censorship in the 
theatre whether ‘you like it or: not if 
Managers are not re,careful. of 
seventy-seven Broadway’ plays today 
there are only seven which are suc- 
cesses and of those seven six are clean 
plays. All the intelligence in America 
will not support the theatre—you have 
got to get the mob. And it is a‘strik- 
ing fact that the plays that have lasted 
and lasted have been clean plays such 
as ‘Lightnin’’ and “Abie’s Irish 
Rose.’ ”’ 

Mr. Golden, wha held much the same 


view, declared: 

“It is what you think that will make 
or spoil our eatre. I ean only speak 
for myself and I onty know alae John 
Golden*likes to,do.° I like to produce 
clean plays,. E*don’t- agree with Mr, 
Clark when the says that all lifé is 
dirty. I don’t believe any such damned 
thing. -I believe: that life is beautiful. 
Of cours@ we were all born in sin,' but 
we are ng to live it‘down.” * 

Mr. Clark made the -assertion at the 
outset that he had never seen or read 
a play that he considered eg! ‘and 
continued: 

“There is-nothing 80 dirty, ——— 
‘life itself. It would: be im ible. to 
write anything moré’ dirty’ than. thé 
life that is going om within a mile, of 
where I'am standing. A :clédn play is 
a negative virtue, just as.the gicrifica- 
tion of the bathroom is one of thé out- 
standing negative virtues of America 
today. But the plays that have sur- 
vived were almost all dirty. Nearly all 
of Shakespeare’s plays are what might 
be considered dirty, and the*old Greek 
plays, almost without exception, were 
based on irregular. ‘events or happen-’ 
ings that come’ under the same cate, 
gory.”’

THE ODDS AGAINST SOCIETY. 

In Missouri, as everywhere else in 
the United States, “ justice,” ironically 
so styled, protects the dangerous 
criminal against the public. Into the 


general causes of the feeble adminis- 


tration of triminal law we need not 
enter, nor into the special effort which 
Missouri is about to make, if her next 
Legislature is tractable, to revise what 
The Kansas City Star calls her “anti- 
quated, bandit-coddling criminal code.” 

We content. ourselves with printing 
the odds against”punishment in two 
Missouri cities, as “given by Judge 
— of St. Louis, President of 


. the Missouri Association of Criminal] 


Justice, whose investigations. have 
brought about the. proposed radical 
changes in the code: 

According to the fecords in’ St, 
Louis, the chances.for one commit-. 
ting murder or manslaughter are 
6 to 1 against any punishment, and 
in Kansas City 11 to 1. One com- 
mitting a robbery knows that the 
chances are 24% to 1 in St. Louis and 
in Kansas City 28 to 1 that he will 
not .be convicted; and in.cases 0 
burglary the chances in St. Louis of 
getting away are 2= to 1 and in Kan-* 
e25 City tuto 1; and after he is con-:
